Earl Howe, a member of the 
committee of management of the 
Royal Nationa! Lifeboat Institu- 
tion, strongly criticised the re- 
fusal of the Hove authorities to 
have a “Lifeboat Day” or a street 
collection within the borough. 

Hove has maintained this at- 
titude for three years in succes- 
sion, 

“ft am only too well aware that 
there is often a tendency to overdo 
street cqllections,” satd Lord Howe 
to a Daily Express representative, 
“and that many people look on 
them as an unmitigated nuisance. 
It does, however, seem to me that 
the Royal National Lifeboat Insti- 
tution has a special claim for con- 
sideration in making such. a re- 
quest. ved 
“The inatitation is responsible 
for the maintenance of a fleet of 
lifeboata organised entirely on 
voluntary lines right round the 
coasts of Great Britain and 
Ireland, north and south. The 


service, which cost £337,000 Inst |’ 


year, is absolutely indiapensable, 
and were it not undertaken by the 
voluntary effo: s .of- the Royal 
Lifeboat Institution,

“Five thousand men hold them- 


selyes in readiness from oné year’s 
end to another, day and night, In 
fair weather or foul, to man the 
lifeboats, to go.to the help of 
people; they know not whorh.

and an Arms Limitation Agreement.

CETTING DIGNITY TO PAY FOR 
“" IMPUDENCE. 


. THEODORE HOOK. 


Theodore Hook, like Lord Byron, 
Mr, Baldwin and “Beachcomber,” 
was an old Harrovian, and in his 
time almost as famous as any of 
them, And he wad even more 
typical a product of.the British 
public school. By the'time he waz’ 
twenty, in 1808, he had run 
though all his: money, ‘and by the 
time he was twenty-four he had 
exhauated his credit. In these 
circumstances, naturally, he went 
to the Colonies, and helped to bear 
the white man’s burden.’ It is true 
that'he was exported in the com- 
fortable capacity of Accountant- 
General, and that he left the 
Treasury of Mauritius with a de- 
ficit of 62,000%doHars, but this ts 
only to-say that the’ whiteman's 

; burden was, in’ Hook’s case also, 
a bag of the’ black man’s gold. 

Why did Hook: get appointed to 
a high official post at twenty-four? 
The answer ia that. by twenty-four 
he had made London laugh s80 
heartily that the Prince Regent 
snid—and not before it was time— 
that something must be done for 
Hook, who was becoming more 
audacious as he became more im- 
pecunfous. nee 

‘If, Hke so many great men, 
Theodore Hook owed nothing to 
his school, his schgo] was the only 
place in the world to which he did 
not owe anything. After leaving
